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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Pott'142 discloses or teaches that the EGR 
valve is in the condition of being totally closed. As indicated on lines 50-58 of column 6, during high engine loads, the EGR rate during the 
catalyst activation control of the NOx catalyst is reduced by reducing the opening of the EGR valve in order to counteract a drop in engine 
output. As the engine load reaches a maximum limit, the EGR valve is usually closed to cut the EGR rate to zero. 

Pott'142 also controls the fuel injection and the intake throttle opening to reduce a torque variation during a transition from the normal 
control operation to the catalyst activation control operation. As clearly shown in Figure 4, during said transition, Pott'142 increases a fuel 
consumption rate and reduces an opening of the intake throttle in order to maintain an engine output at a constant value of around 2 kW. 
Because of this, a driver will experience little or no change in the drivability of the vehicle. 
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
